Wni.'1'luirKl.nii, In tho.NlnotccntU Century. 
. -Ou almost any -'fine night, after a short 
watcii of tlie heavens, W6 may seo the well: 
known appearances of "shooting-stars." At . 
ordinary times these are small, nrofar be- 
tween, and occur inditlercntly In all parts of 
the heaven*; but oii certain nights they show 
themselves, in great numbers, and of such 
brilliancy o» to present a spectacle of much 
majtnlflceiic<s 
On such occasions .oiio .re- 


markable feature presents Itself. The niete- 
or? all shoot forth from one spot, which is 
called th« radiant point. A little. consldera-. 
lion wlll.show that this appearance Is duo to 
perspective, and presenWthe vanishing point 
of the parallel courses In which .the meteors 
are moving. Hence wo learn that they an 
belong t« an enormous swarm of thCM bwlle.1 
which Uie earth is meeting; and* further, it is 
po*,il>lo to mill the direction In wlitch the . 
swarm is moving relaUvely to tho earth. 
Now, the researches of Olbcrs,. II. A. ^en- 
ton and Adams showed that .the November 
meteoM really fwm a planetary 'swarm, re-, 
volvlng found the sun In about 83K ycam. 
Then the investigations of Schtaparelll, Le- 
verrie'r and Opnoizer brought out the aston- 
ishing result-that the path-of the November 
meteors b really identical with that of a comet 
discovered by Tempel- in '1803. -Schiaparelli 
-showed further.that another independent 
group of meteors which appears la August 
has an orbit identical with the third comet of 
ISO-:. 
WB are thus led to see tbe close physi-' 


cal connection and oneness of origin, if not, - 
Indeed, Identity of nature of comets and of 
these meteor swarms. Now, the meteors be- 
longing to these swarms areJor the most part 
too minute to pass unscathed through the licry 
ordeal of Ignition by pur atmosphere: 'most. 
happily they do not bombard us with ail in- 
cessant Galling discliarge of meteoric stones, 
but are burned before they reach the earth.-
